NSCC strike looms

A strike by Nova Scotia 
Community College work¬ 
ers may now be 
inevitable, the president 
of the Nova Scotia Teach¬ 
ers Union said late Thurs¬ 
day afternoon as she 
joined about 250 workers 
and their supporters for a 
formal protest in front of 
Province House. 

“I’m not feeling positive 
by any means,” said Alexis 
Allen. “It’s sad that it has 
gotten this far.” 

The window of opportu¬ 


nity to avert a strike by 
NSCC’s 930 faculty and 
support staff is closing rap¬ 
idly, with workers set to 
walk off the job Tuesday if 
no deal is reached. The 
workers want the same 2.9 
per cent wage increase and 
improvements to medical 
benefits given to public 
school teachers last year. 

“The government in 
power now has the purse 
strings, so we’re looking 
for this government to re¬ 
solve this issue,” said Allen. 

For its part, the provin¬ 
cial government has shown 
no signs of backing down.

over the weekend? I don’t 
think so,” deputy premier 
Frank Corbett said follow¬ 
ing Thursday morning’s 
cabinet meeting. “Our posi¬ 
tion remains the same and 
we hope that the two sides 
will get back to the table.” 


The union has called for 
binding arbitration, but 
Corbett said the NDP gov¬ 
ernment won’t agree un¬ 
less there’s some recogni¬ 
tion that the province is fi¬ 
nancially limited by a $592- 
million deficit. 

Corbett added he hopes 
that having a strike dead¬ 
line looming on the hori¬ 
zon will put pressure on 
both sides to reach an 
agreement. “These are two 
very tough-thinlcing groups 
that have positions ... but 
as you get closer to a strike 
date and realize what you 
have to do, it changes your 
mindset,” he said.

Anyone setting off the met¬ 
al detectors in a Nova Sco¬ 
tia courthouse will be 
denied entry unless they 
can explain why the alarm 
is going off, the province’s 
justice minister announced 
Thursday. 

Ross Landry made the 
comments after a 16-year- 
old Upper Tantallon girl al¬ 
legedly hid a knife inside 
her vagina and then used it 
to attack a 22-year-old 
woman inside the Halifax 
provincial courthouse 
Tuesday. 

The metal detector did 
respond when the girl 
passed through security, 
but the teenager reported¬ 
ly told the sheriff on duty 
that she had a genital 
piercing that was setting it 
off. 

“As of today, all individu¬ 
als going through and set¬ 
ting off the metal 
detectors, if there’s not a 
reasonable explanation as 
to why the detector was set 
off, will be denied access to 
a facility,” said Landry. 

Landry added that in 
most cases, a person could 
prove they had a piercing 
simply by showing it to the 
sheriff on duty. “If that’s 
not appropriate, then they 
maybe denied access,” he 
said. “I think the critical 
point here is to ensure the 
integrity of the system and 
the safety of the 
environment.” 

The teenage girl faces 
several charges in connec¬ 
tion with Tuesday’s 
incident, including 
attempted murder, assault 
with a weapon, and two 
counts of uttering threats.

Eradicating poverty is 
“simpler than people 
think/’ says Wayne 
MacNaughton of Commu¬ 
nity Action on Homeless¬ 
ness. 

“There are three things 
that are necessary: Suffi¬ 
cient housing, sufficient in¬ 
come and sufficient sup¬ 
ports,” he proclaimed. 

MacNaughton was home¬ 
less for a few years because 
he couldn’t find affordable 
housing. He now lives in 
the North End of Halifax in 
an apartment building built 
for people with low in¬ 
comes. 

At the nearby Parker 
Street Food and Furniture 
Bank, people in a jam- 
packed waiting room take 
turns getting help with 
food, clothing and other ba¬ 
sics. Executive director Mel 
Boutilier said education is 
the key to breaking the cy¬ 
cle of poverty. 

“We need to do every¬ 
thing we can to get people 


so they can be self-suffi¬ 
cient,” he said. He recently 
ran into a client who had 
completed Parker Street’s 
flooring installation pro¬ 
gram. The man was over¬ 
joyed to be employed after 
18 years on social assis¬ 
tance. 

Parker Street has in the 
past offered courses in IT, 
automotives and skills de¬ 
velopment. They’re current¬ 
ly waiting on funding to al¬ 
low them to re-offer the 


programs. 

“It’s a big saving for gov¬ 
ernments,” Boutilier said, 
noting money invested in 
training reduces the de¬ 
mand on social assistance. 

Peter Mortimer at the 
United Way of Halifax fo¬ 
cuses on “social capital.” 
That’s the network people 
have to help find work, 
among other things. Low-in¬ 
come people tend to have 
networks rooted low-in¬ 
come areas, meaning they

miss out on “word-of- 
mouth” jobs in higher-in- 
come positions. 

“The research makes 
clear that neighbourhoods 
that have high levels of so¬ 
cial capital also have less 
crime, better income, better 
educational outcomes,” he 
said. 

Spryfield, for example, 
has “strong but isolated” 
networks. “We got the busi¬ 
ness network to sit down 
with citizen networks. It 
was the first time they’d ac¬ 
tually ever talked together. 
That’s led to all sorts of 
things,” Mortimer said. 
“Getting this social capital, 
it has long-term implica¬ 
tions. Over a very long time, 
that starts influencing some 
of the negative measures.” 


Suspect allegedly 
assaults Mountie 

crime An attempted arrest 
turned violent Wednesday 
when a 16-year-old male al¬ 
legedly assaulted an RCMP 
officer. 

Halifax RCMP say they 
were first called to Cow Bay 
Road to investigate a prop¬ 
erty-damage complaint at 8 
p.m. A woman reported 
that a rock was smashed 
through the window of her 
vehicle. 

A suspect was located 
shortly afterwards during a 
vehicle stop, but police say 
when an officer tried to ar¬ 
rest him the suspect resis¬ 
ted. The man then punched 
the officer in the head sev¬ 
eral times before running 
away, according to police. 
He was later arrested and 
the officer was not injured. 

The suspect has been 
charged with property 
damage, assaulting a police 
officer and resisting arrest. 
He will appear in court in 
November.

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education More students 
are flocking to the Atlantic 
provinces to get their edu¬ 
cation, according to num¬ 
bers released by the Associ¬ 
ation of Atlantic Universi¬ 
ties (AAU) Thursday. 

The biggest jump came 
from international enrol¬ 
ments, up a whopping 16.5 
per cent from last year. 
Graduate enrolments in¬ 
creased by 5.4 per cent, 
while undergraduate and 
first year enrolments in¬ 
creased by more modest 
numbers — 1.5 per cent 
and 0.4 per cent, respec¬ 
tively. Dr. Colin Dodds, 
president of Saint Mary’s 
University and chair of the 
AAU, attributes the in¬ 
crease to the quality of ed¬ 
ucation, as well as student 
life in the Maritimes. 

“People are looking for 
good quality education, 
they’re looking for a cam¬ 
pus experience,” said 
Dodds. “It’s not just the ac¬ 
ademics, it’s not just the 
research, but it’s the total 
experience ... if you go to 
some of the other universi-

ties across the country, 
you’re not going to get the 
same experience.” 

According to Dodds, the 
music, theatre, and social 
scenes in relatively small 
Atlantic universities pro¬ 
vide students with an ex¬ 
perience unique to the re¬ 
gion. Dodds said a drop in 
this year’s enrolments was 
expected by many, due to 
the uncertain economic 


climate. But he said while 
times may be tough now, 
university graduates will 
be in high demand down 
the road. 

“In three, four, five, six 
years time, people are go¬ 
ing to be chasing our stu¬ 
dents desperately, because 
people like me are going to 
be retiring,” he said. 
“There is going to be a tal¬ 
ent shortage. The demo¬ 


graphics tell you that.” 

Nova Scotian universi¬ 
ties saw part- and full-time 
enrolments increase by 2.2 
per cent. Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity led the way with an 
increase of 650 students, 
or 4.2 per cent. 

The Nova Scotia Agricul¬ 
tural College had the high¬ 
est percentage increase 
with 8.5 per cent, or 71 stu¬ 
dents. 


ILLEGAL LOBSTERS A Nova Sco¬ 
tia fisherman has been fined 
$ 20,000 after the largest 
seizure of illegal lobsters in 
Canada. Earl Patrick Boudreau 
of Wedgeport pleaded guilty 
to possessing 5,330 undersized 
lobsters. The 46-year-old was 
in court today before Judge 
Robert Prince. In May 2008, of¬ 
ficers with the Department of 
Fisheries and Oceans seized 
the fishing vessel Kayla and Dy¬ 


lan at the Wedgeport Tuna 
Wharf. In August, Daniel 
Edward Doucette, the captain 
of the Kayla and Dylan, was 
handed a $50,000 fine along 
with a two-year suspension of 
his lobster licence after plead¬ 
ing guilty to possession of un¬ 
dersized lobsters, relating to 
the May 2008 bust. Another 
crewman was also fined 
$2,500. 
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Thanks a million — or 20. 

On Thursday, Dalhousie 
University honoured bil¬ 
lionaire Seymour Schulich, 
one of Canada’s richest 
men, in appreciation of a 
$2 0-million gift to the 
school. 

In thanks of the unprece¬ 
dented donation, Dal¬ 
housie law students will be 
graduating from the 
Schulich School of Law be¬ 
ginning this year. 

The gift was formally an¬ 
nounced at a reception at 
Dalhousie’s Weldon Law 
Building Thursday 

evening. After an opening 
speech from Dalhousie 
President Dr. Tom Traves, 


Schulich addressed the 
crowd, stressing that the 
money is meant for stu¬ 
dents, not to sit in an en¬ 
dowment. 

“A lot of places believe 
that having a large endow¬ 
ment is the objective of an 
endowment,” said 

Schulich. 

“But I believe putting 
large amounts of money to 
work is the objective of an 
endowment. I have a very 
different mindset on that 
subject.” 

Michelle McBride, presi¬ 
dent of the Dalhousie Law 
Students’ Society, said 
while there was some re¬ 
sistance amongst students 
to the re-naming, it sub¬ 
sided when they learned 
the gift was student-fo¬ 
cused.

“We all love this place, 
and we all want good 
things for the future of 


this place,” said McBride. 
“And this money is going 
to give us the resources to 


fully realize the potential 
of an already great law 
school.” 

Schulich came under 
criticism last month, after 
being quoted in a Halifax 
newspaper as saying 
wealthy Maritimers are 
not giving back enough. 

He clarified his state¬ 
ments with reporters after 
his speech Thursday 
evening. 

“I said a very few Mar¬ 
itime families aren’t, in my 
opinion, cariying their 
weight,” said Schulich. 
“It’s not something that I 
haven’t said in Ontario, 
that I haven’t said in Cal- 
gaiy ... If you’re one of the 
richest guys in the country, 
I think you have a duty to 
make Canada a better 
place.”

Local IT firm gets 
5-year payroll rebate 
of up to $700K 

job creation Halifax- 
based IT company Sheep- 
Doglnc.ca will be receiv¬ 
ing a five-year payroll re¬ 
bate of up to $700,000, 
the province announced 
Thursday. 

The government 
release said the company, 
the first certified Google 
Apps partner in Canada, 
plans to create up to 60 
new jobs in Halifax over 
five years due to an 
increased demand in 
services. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
made the announcement 
Thursday in Toronto 
before delivering the 
keynote address to the 
Empire Club of Canada.

Bell Aliant is closing nearly 
a dozen call centres in 
Atlantic Canada by next 
April. 

The total number of peo¬ 
ple affected wasn’t dis¬ 
closed, but Atlantic Cana¬ 
da’s main phone company 
said its 16 customer call 
centres range in size from 
four employees to 400 and 
employ about 1,400 jobs in 
total.

Huge relief as boy 
was notin balloon 


Italy denies paying off Taliban 


Colorado A six-year-old 
boy was found hiding in a 
cardboard box in his fami¬ 
ly’s garage Thursday after 
being feared aboard a 
homemade helium balloon 
that hurtled 80 kilometres 
through the sky on live tele¬ 
vision. 

The discovery marked a 
bizarre end to a saga that 
started when the giant sil¬ 
very balloon floated away 
from the family’s yard 
Thursday 
morning, 
sparking a 
frantic rescue 
operation that 
involved mili¬ 
tary helicop¬ 
ters and 
briefly halted 
some departures from Den¬ 
ver International Airport. 

Then, more than two 
hours after the balloon gen¬ 
tly touched down in a field 
with no sign of the boy, 
Sheriff Jim Alderden turned 
to reporters during a news 
conference, gave a thumbs 
up and said six-year-old Fal¬ 
con Heene was “at the 
house.” 

“Apparently he’s been 
there the whole time,” he 
said. 

The boy’s father, Richard 
Heene, said the family was 
tinkering with the balloon 
Thursday and that he scold¬ 
ed Falcon for getting inside 
a compartment on the 
craft. 

He said Falcon’s brother 
saw him inside the com¬ 


partment and that’s why 
they thought he was aboard 
the balloon when it 
launched. 

But the boy had fled to 
the garage, climbing a pole 
into the rafters and hiding 
in a cardboard box, at some 
point after the scolding. He 
was never in the balloon 
during its two-hour journey 
through two counties. 

“I yelled at him. I’m really 
sorry I yelled at him,” 
Heene said, 
choking up 
and hugging 
Falcon to him 
during a news 
conference. 

“I was in 
the attic and 
he scared me 
because he yelled at me,” 
Falcon said. “That’s why I 
went in the attic.” 

The flying saucer-lilce 
craft tipped precariously at 
times before gliding to the 
ground in a dirt field 20 
kilometres northeast of 
Denver International Air¬ 
port. 

With the child nowhere 
in sight, investigators 
searched the balloon’s path. 
Several people reported see¬ 
ing something fall from the 
craft while it was in the air. 

While the balloon was 
airborne, Colorado Army 
National Guard sent a UH- 
58 Kiowa helicopter and a 
Black Hawk UH-60 to try to 
rescue the boy, possibly by 
lowering someone to the 
balloon, the associated press

Tylenol may not be magic for babies 

Study shows giving infants acetaminophen may make vaccinations less effective 


Giving babies Tylenol to 
prevent fever when they 
get childhood vaccinations 
may backfire and make the 
shots a little less effective, 
surprising new research 
suggests. 

It is the first major study 
to tie reduced immunity to 
the use of fever-lowering 
medicines. Although the ef¬ 
fect was small and the vast 
majority of kids still got 
enough protection from 


vaccines, the results make 
“a compelling case” against 
routinely giving Tylenol 
right after vaccination, say 
doctors from the U.S. Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention. They wrote an 
editorial accompanying the 
study, published in Friday’s 
issue of the British medical 
journal, Lancet. 

Tylenol or its generic 
twin, acetaminophen, is 
widely recommended as a 


Preventive only 

The study only looked at 
preventive use of Tylenol — 
not whether it is OK to use 
after a fever develops. 

painkiller for babies. Many 
parents give it right before 
or after a shot to prevent 
fever and fussiness, and 
some doctors recommend 
this. The CDC’s vaccine ad¬ 


visory panel says it is a rea¬ 
sonable thing to do for chil¬ 
dren at high risk of 
seizures, which can be trig¬ 
gered by fevers. 

However, fever after a 
vaccine isn’t necessarily bad 
— it’s a natural part of the 
body’s response. 

Curbing fever, especially 
the first time a baby gets a 
vaccine, also seems to curb 
the immune response and 
the amount of protective 


antibodies that are made, 
the new study found. 

It was led by scientists in 
the Czech Republic and was 
done at 10 medical centres 
in that country. It involved 
459 healthy infants, nine to 
16 weeks old, who were get¬ 
ting vaccines against polio, 
pneumonia, meningitis, 
whooping cough, tetanus, 
hepatitis and other child¬ 
hood diseases.

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Drug cartel figure set to plead guilty 


London A Dutch lawmaker 
notorious for his outspoken 
attacks on Islam was expect¬ 
ed in London on Friday — 
eight months after British 
authorities barred him from 
the country for fear that his 
presence would incite vio¬ 
lence. 

Geert Wilders, the leader 
of Holland’s Freedom Party, 
is expected to address the 
media outside Parliament 
following a meeting with 
his lawyers and British sup¬ 
porters, according to Mal¬ 
colm Pearson, a lawmaker 
in Britain’s House of Lords 

Wilders, who describes 
the Qur’an as fascistic and 
opposes Muslim immigra¬ 
tion to the Netherlands, is 
known for his 15-minute 
film Fitna, which outraged 
Muslims across the world 
by suggesting that Islam 
was synonymous with ter¬ 
rorism and violence.

mer federal prosecutor who 
co-wrote the indictment.

Sour buds, not 
popping bubbles 

science Like the fizz of a 
soft drink? Thank your 
tongue’s sour-sensing taste 
buds.

Stronger communities 

United Way focusing on energy, resources to tackle poverty 



ith the 
passing of 
Thanksgiv¬ 
ing, Canadi¬ 
ans are un¬ 
officially entering the holi¬ 
day season. Even with the 
economic downturn that 
struck last year, an Ipsos 
Reid poll found that eight 
in 10 Canadians main¬ 
tained or increased charita¬ 
ble giving last Christmas. 
Even with this much-need¬ 
ed and appreciated gen¬ 
erosity, the fact remains 
that poverty and its aggra¬ 
vating or consequent social 
problems remain a reality 
in Canada all year long. 

According to the Canadi¬ 
an Council on Social Devel¬ 
opment, 3.4 million Cana¬ 
dians (11,2 per cent of the 
population) were living in 


poverty in 2004. Poverty 
rates were highest among 
children and youth under 
the age of 18. Child pover¬ 
ty is particularly distress¬ 
ing because it leads to a 
range of negative out¬ 
comes for the children, 
their families, and commu¬ 
nities. 

While in a time of eco¬ 
nomic crisis, it is critical to 
continue to support those 
agencies and centres assist¬ 
ing those most in need. 
The notion of “Band-Aid so¬ 
lutions” has now long been 
understood and has gained 
a negative connotation for 
just treating the symptoms 
of poverty and other social 
problems. Leading academ¬ 
ics, policy-makers, and 
front-line workers recog¬ 
nize the need for both ful¬ 
filling immediate needs of 
those in poverty and creat¬ 
ing long-term solutions to 
alleviate poverty. It is the 
combination of both ap¬ 
proaches that will lead to

stronger, healthier com¬ 
munities and, therefore, a 
greater quality of life for 
all Canadians. 

In advance of the holiday 
season there is the annual 
United Way-Centraide 
campaign (UW-C), run by 
the 118 United Ways-Cen- 
traides (UWs-Cs) across 
Canada. Next to govern¬ 
ments, United Way-Cen- 
traide is the largest hinder 
of social services in the 
countiy. Collectively, UWs- 
Cs raised upwards of $480 
million last year to be rein¬ 
vested in their communi¬ 
ties. 

The high-profile UW-C 
campaigns continue to be 
a successful approach to 
support agencies and assist 
vulnerable people. They 
fulfil needs that otherwise 
would not be met. Howev¬ 
er, for the past few years, 


UWs-Cs have also been 
tackling the more chal¬ 
lenging problem of reduc¬ 
ing poverty. 

That’s why UW-C now fo¬ 
cuses energy and resources 
to creating “community 
impact.” Community im¬ 
pact is about achieving 
meaningful, long-term im¬ 
provements to quality of 
life in Canadian communi¬ 
ties. It’s about making fun¬ 
damental changes to com¬ 
munity conditions. 

UW-C understands how 
connected and interde¬ 
pendent we all are. Every- 
one wins when a child is 
nourished, when families 
are financially independ¬ 
ent, and when all people 
have opportunities to live 
a good life. With each life 
that improves, everyone is 
strengthened — communi¬ 
ties are stronger.

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Never-ending cycle for 'lost children' 



Earlier this month, she 
turned 19. She is now offi¬ 
cially an adult. She never 
had a childhood. 

I’d tell you her name, but 
I can’t. Besides, it wouldn’t 
mean anything to you. 

This might. 

In the fall of 2006, when 
she was just 16, she was — 
briefly — a media sensa¬ 
tion after she landed in 
provincial youth court fac¬ 
ing 32 criminal charges in¬ 
volving incidents that had 
occurred in and around 
group homes where she 
had been living. 


Her lawyer told Judge 
Pam Williams she was a 
“troubled” girl who needed 
daily psychiatric care. She 
wasn’t getting it, the 
lawyer said, because the 
province had failed to pro¬ 
vide the necessary re¬ 
sources. 

Frustrated, Williams or¬ 
dered then-community 
services minister Judy 
Streatch — the official le¬ 
gal guardian for 2,000 kids 
her department had placed 
“in care” — to personally 
attend a case conference to 
discuss how to get the girl 
the help eveiyone agreed 
she needed. 

And then, of course, all 
hell broke loose. A cabinet 
minister responsible for an 
individual child? It just 
wasn’t one. In the end, the 
judge rescinded her un¬ 
precedented order. 

But it didn’t matter. 


By then, the girl had dis¬ 
appeared. And no one 
seemed eager to find her. 

I did. Ten months later, 
we met in a Subway restau¬ 
rant. I was doing a stoiy 
about Lost Children for The 
Coast and I wanted to 
know about her life in care, 
and what she remembered 
of life with her mother. 

“I remember she used to 
buy me cats,” she told me. 
“And we fed the swans. We 
moved around a lot, too. I 
remember that.” 

She couldn’t remember 
how many foster families 
she had lived with. She re¬ 
membered none could 
cope with her. “I was frus¬ 
trated,” she says. She 
missed her mother. 

In 1999, when she was 
just nine years old, com¬ 
munity services officials 
obtained court approval to 
remove her from her moth¬ 


er’s care because — they 
claimed — they could raise 
her better than her moth¬ 
er. 

The girl’s mother wasn’t 
a perfect parent. She grew 
up poor in an abusive 
home herself, got shunted 
to foster care, and became 
pregnant at 15. She had no 
job, no idea how to be a 
mother. “If only they’d 
helped my parents be bet¬ 
ter parents,” she told me 
sadly. “If only they’d helped 
me...” 

They didn’t. Instead, they 
took her daughter. By all 
accounts, they didn’t do 
such a good job. 

Now the girl is 19, an 
adult, on her own. The cy¬ 
cle continues.

Some bosses bully to hide 
insecurities, study finds 


That boss bullying you to¬ 
day might not just be a pow- 
er-hungiyjerlc. 

A University of California 
study says it has found a 
link that shows nasty bosses 
may be acting like that be¬ 
cause, underneath, they 
feel incompetent. The 
more incompetent they 
thought they were, the 
study released Thursday 
found, the more ag¬ 
gressive they be¬ 
came to peo¬ 
ple who 

for them. 

Researchers conduct¬ 
ed four separate tests 
their theoiy and each 
one bore out the find¬ 
ings. 

One study found that 
when a boss, who thought 
he was in over his head, had 
the chance to sabotage an 


underling’s ability to win a 
prize, he took it. Another 
showed that, feeling his ego 
wounded and overwhelmed 
by his job, a boss would sub¬ 
ject a worker whom they 
thought made a mistake to 
a “loud, obnoxious” horn, 
rather than a quiet one. 
Test after test showed 
it wasn’t whether a 
boss was gen¬ 
uinely inade¬ 
quate, but 
how 
much 
they 
thought 
they were 
inadequate 
or thought oth¬ 
er people 

thought they 
were adequate 
that turned them 
into bullies.

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Tale of two 
economies 


New reports show Canada 
is a tale of two economies: 
while the housing sector 
appears to be booming, 
manufacturing continues 
to lag. 

The Canadian Real Es¬ 
tate Association says sales 
of existing homes during 
the third quarter were 
among the strongest on 
record. National home re¬ 
sales through the Multiple 
Listing Service owned by 
Canada’s realtors totalled 
135,182 in the third quar¬ 
ter of 2009, up 18 per cent 
from a year earlier and the 
most of any third quarter 
on record. 

It was also the biggest 
year-over-year gain since 
early 2002 — another sign 
Canada’s housing market 


is returning to health. 

The seasonally adjusted 
tally was 127,941 homes 
resold, up 12 per cent from 
the second quarter and 48 
per cent higher than the 
fourth quarter of 2008. 

But it’s a different stoiy 
for the export-oriented 
manufacturing sector, 
where Statistics Canada 
says factory shipments fell 
2.1 per cent in August as 
the activity from the U.S. 
cash-for-clunkers program 
subsided. And the outlook 
for Canada’s shrinking ex¬ 
port sector is getting dark¬ 
er with the loonie’s recent 
surge and forecasts that 
the American consumer is 
likely to remain on the 
sidelines for some time to

A number of safeguards 
have helped the Canadi¬ 
an market for securities 
backed by auto loans and 
leases weather the 
economic storm, which in 
turn could help 
consumers get financing 
for new cars, credit 
rating agency DBRS says. 

The auto securitization 
market — which packages 
vehicle loans and leases as 
well as loans for dealer¬ 
ships into securities that 
can be sold — has been 
relatively healthy through 
the recession due to “pre¬ 
ventive medicine” includ¬ 
ing “prudent planning and 
robust structures,” DBRS 
said in a commentary 
Thursday. 

And the fact that in¬ 
vestors have been able to 
maintain a healthy degree 
of confidence in auto secu¬ 
rities could help boost 
credit availability for con¬ 


sumers looking to buy a 
new vehicle, said Tim 
O’Neil, DBRS’s vice-presi¬ 
dent of Canadian struc¬ 
tured finance. 

“With these structures 
continuing to perform 
well, it means that you 
can see the consumers are 
continuing to pay their 
loans and despite an in¬ 
crease in delinquencies 
and defaults there is 
enough enhancement in 
the AAA-rated transaction 
to prevent investor loss, so 
far,” O’Neil said in an in¬ 
terview. 

“If the asset class contin¬ 


ues to perform, investors 
may have more confi¬ 
dence in this type of fi¬ 
nancing. This may result 
in more available financ¬ 
ing for customers.” 

General Motors’ financ¬ 
ing arm, GMAC Financial 
Services, said the Canadi¬ 
an auto financing market 
continues to be in much 
better shape than in the 
United States. 

“From our perspective, 
financing or credit for re¬ 
tail purchases of automo¬ 
tives in Canada continues 
to be reasonable,” GMAC 
spokesman Tony Sapienza 


said. 

“The credit has not real¬ 
ly been restricted as much 
as it has in the U.S.” 

DBRS said delinquency 
and default rates on auto- 
related asset-backed secu¬ 
rities have increased over 
the last 18 months due to 
the recession, but this was 
“not cause for alarm.” 

Many transactions have 
a built-in “early warning 
signal” that alerts in¬ 
vestors if delinquencies 
among the assets in the se¬ 
curities increase beyond 
normal fluctuations, the 
report says. 

In addition, structured 
loan products in the Cana¬ 
dian auto securitization 
market are protected from 
creditors if the company 
selling the loans or leases 
goes bankrupt, providing 
additional investor assur¬ 
ances.

Dealers will continue to of¬ 
fer replacement parts, war¬ 
ranties and service for 
Buell bikes. The line’s clos¬ 
ing will likely result in a 
$125 million US one-time 
cost, with about $115 mil¬ 
lion of that amount this

Canada given 
B grade for its 
pension system 

ranking Canada’s 
pension system has been 
ranked fourth out of 11 
countries on an index 
that compares systems 
based on their adequacy, 
sustainability and integri¬ 
ty. 

The report released 
Thursday by international 
consulting firm Mercer 
noted that while the pub¬ 
lic- and private-sector pil¬ 
lars of the Canadian sys¬ 
tem are strong compared 
with many other 
countries, the system 
could be improved in sev¬ 
eral ways. 

The report says Canada 
should increase the level 
of coverage of employees 
in occupational plans, 
find a way to ensure that 
voluntary retirement sav¬ 
ings aren’t spent before 
retirement, raise the level 
of household savings and 
increase the pension age 
as life expectancy increas¬ 
es. 

Canada was given a B 
grade overall for its pen¬ 
sion system, behind the 
Netherlands, Australia 
and Sweden. Britain, the 
United States, Chile and 
Singapore received a C, 
while Germany, China 
and Japan received a D.

Hermann 
Maier, the inde¬ 
structible force of 
downhill skiing, is human 
after all. 

Here was a man who had 
come to define his sport. As 
a teenager he was told he 
was too scrawny to make 
the powerful Austrian 
team, so he retreated to his 
hometown of Flachau to 
work as a bricklayer in the 
summer and a ski instruc¬ 
tor in the winter. 


He emerged to conquer 
the alpine world. 

In all, Maier claimed 54 
World Cup victories, four 
overall World Cup titles, 
four Olympic medals, and 
three world champi¬ 
onships. 

Not bad for a castoff. 

Maier even survived a 
2001 motorcycle crash 
where he nearly lost his life 
to win at Kitzbuhel again. It 
was the kind of victory that 
defied comprehension. 
Kitzbuhel has destroyed the 
dreams of the most physi¬ 
cally sound skiers — much 
less those who have had 
their lives reconstructed as 
Maier had. 

“I would argue that it is 
the biggest comeback to 
gloiy of any athlete ever,” 
Todd Brooker noted. Broolc- 
er, one of the Crazy 
Canucks of the late 1970s 


and ’80s, also won at 
Kitzbuhel and suffered its 
devastation when a horrific 
crash there hastened his re¬ 
tirement. 

“No one could ever say 
that Maier didn’t give it 
everything he had,” Brook¬ 
er continued. “He has been 
an example of steadfast de¬ 
termination to achieve a 
lifetime goal. His was to be 
the best ski racer on the 
planet.” 

Alpine Canada’s chief 
athletics officer, Max Gart¬ 
ner, is in agreement. Gart¬ 
ner, who is Austrian bom, 
first pointed to Maier as 
someone for Canadians to 
watch in 1996, the year The 
Herminator roared onto 
the scene and started piling 
up wins as a 23 year old. 

“His focus on every little 
detail was unprecedented,” 
Gartner said. “He showed 


that almost anything can 
be overcome and his legacy 
is that he moved the sport 
to a new level.” 

To watch Maier compete 
was to understand that no 
race was over until he had 
descended the mountain 
and delivered his patented 
aggressive attack. The oth¬ 
er athletes all understood 
that he alone set the stan¬ 
dard. 

For those Canadians of a 
certain generation, meet¬ 
ing Maier was akin to en¬ 
countering Jean Beliveau or 
Bobby Orr. 

You just knew The Her¬ 
minator was a living leg¬ 
end. There was no one else 
quite like him.

Every athlete who ascends 
the podium during the 
2010 Games will take 
home a unique medal, 
Olympic organizers said 
Thursday morning during 
a medal unveiling at the 
Athletes' Village. 

The design of each of 
1,014 gold, silver or bronze 
medals is taken from 
hand-cropped sections of 
two large works of West 
Coast art — an orca for the 
Olympics, a raven for Para¬ 
lympics. 

It means the designs, by 
local artist/designer Cor- 
rine Hunt, could be rough¬ 
ly recreated — if someone 
had the time to arrange 
the medals like a precious- 
metal jigsaw. 

“We wanted each piece 
to be completely unique,” 
said co-designer Omer Ar- 
bel. “We felt that, unlike 
other medals in other 
Games, it was important 
that each athlete take 
home a piece that was dif¬ 
ferent than every other 
athlete.” 

Each medallist will also 
receive a silk scarf with the 
original art so they can see 
where their medal fits in 
the overall design. 


Making medals 

• Unlike previous Olympic 
medals that were cast in a 
mould, each of the 2010 
medals was created by be¬ 
ing stamped under 1,900 
tonnes of pressure. 

• Each medal will have the 
Olympic discipline laser-in- 
scribed on the back. 

The medals are not flat, 
but gently undulated, “in¬ 
spired by ocean waves.” 
The Olympic medals are 10 
centimetres in diameter 
and are circular in shape, 
while their Paralympic 
cousins are squared circles. 

At more than half a kilo¬ 
gram each, they are 
among the heaviest 
medals in Olympic history. 

“I thought there was no 
way we’d be able to repli¬ 
cate it,” said Stephane 
Ouellette, a machinist at 
the Royal Canadian Mint. 

“Not a thousand times. 
Not a thousand times dif¬ 
ferent. ... But we didn’t 
have a choice. This is what 
they wanted and we had to 
work with it.” 

VANOC executive vice- 
president Dave Cobb said 
the medals were created 
over a two-year period and 
in consultation with ath¬ 
letes, who wanted some¬ 
thing that was unique 
from other Games, unique¬ 
ly Canadian and simply 
“big and heavy.”

The fact that the line be¬ 
tween fantasy and reality is 
so blurred is key in trans¬ 
porting the audience along 
with Max. 

Because to him this is all 
very real, and it should be 
to us as well. Although the 
realm he enters is one of 
fantasy and allegory, the 
textures and visuals are 
rendered with striking clar¬ 
ity, thanks to some impres¬ 
sive scenic design and cam- 


era-work. It doesn’t hurt 
that the cast voicing the 
looming, lurching wild 
things is top-notch, includ¬ 
ing James Gandolfini, 
Catherine O’Hara, Chris 
Cooper, Lauren Ambrose 
and Forest Whitaker. 

But the movie rests on 
the slight shoulders of 
newcomer Records. It’s a 
lot to ask of a kid, but 
Records is a natural, chan¬ 
neling Jonze’s vision beau¬ 
tifully. Rarely has the tu¬ 
multuous feeling of child¬ 
hood, with all its swirling, 
outsize emotions, been so 
accurately put to film. 

Of course, the downside 
to adapting such a famous 
work is that everyone com¬ 
ing in has their own expec¬ 
tations and attachments to 
the story, and that is where 
the film may falter. As the 
filmmakers have made 
clear, this isn’t a children’s 
movie. It’s a movie about 
childhood. And childhood 
is messy.

Jamie Foxx and Gerard 
Butler face off as a career- 
focused attorney and crim¬ 
inal mastermind respec¬ 
tively. Bulter’s wife and 
child are murdered in the 
opening scene and Foxx’s 
lawyer strikes up a plea 
bargain with one of the 
lowlifes responsible to fur¬ 
ther his career. 

Ten years later Butler 
launches an insanely com¬ 
plicated revenge plot that 
sees nearly everyone in¬ 
volved with the case have 
their life threatened while 
Butler is locked up in prison 
and seemingly powerless. 

The premise isn’t bad, it 


just stretches believability 
pretty far and holds few 
surprises. 

Foxx and Butler are super- 
stars of the moment and do 
a decent job with their roles, 
but never get a chance to 
stretch beyond playing es¬ 
tablished character types. 

This was most likely a 
paycheck movie for both, 
but at least neither of 
them phoned in their per¬ 
formance. 

Director F. Gary Grey 
knows how to use the cam¬ 
era and stages a few eye¬ 
popping set pieces tailor 
made for MTV-raised audi¬ 
ences, but the movie never 
gels as a whole. 

Unfortunately none of 
the talent involved can 
raise the material above 
the cliched screenplay, nor 
does it even feel like a de¬ 
cent B-movie. 

Law Abiding Citizen is 
neither surprisingly good 
nor disappointingly bad; 
it’s just thoroughly 
mediocre.

Time is being hyped to the 
moon as this fall’s home¬ 
grown theatrical hit, but 
please don’t hold that 
against it. 

There’s nothing nearly so 
aggressive in the film, 
which orbits Juliette, a 
Canadian magazine editor 


stranded on vacation in the 
eponymous Egyptian capi¬ 
tal while her husband toils 
for the United Nations. 
She’s played by Patricia 
Clarkson, an actress with a 
knack for inhabiting plausi¬ 
bly intelligent characters: 
she does an excellent job of 
modulating Juliette’s cul¬ 
ture shock without turning 
her into a naif. 

The first movements of 
Cairo Time are very much a 
one woman show, but 
Clarkson eventually gets a 
worthy screen partner in 
Alexander Siddig, who 
plays Tareq, a soulful, 
slightly doleful coffee 
house manager who be¬ 
comes Juliette’s escort 
through the bustling 
streets and then a possible 


romantic option as her hus¬ 
band’s absence drags on. 

The Brief Encounter set¬ 
up and evocation of vaca¬ 
tion time-melancholy 
clearly recall Lost in Trans¬ 
lation. But while Nadda 
lacks Sofia Coppola’s off¬ 
hand visual sophistication, 
she’s also a more mature 
filmmaker, with no stom¬ 
ach for poor-little--rich-girl 
affectations. 

Clarkson may be playing 
an outsider, but it’s clear 
that Nadda has a feeling for 
the city and its rhythms that 
elides simple exoticism. 

Perhaps Cairo Time isn’t 
much more than a good- 
looking, well-acted con¬ 
temporary romantic dra¬ 
ma, but that’s fine: Its 
modesty is becoming.

A little more than 
kin,” says Hamlet, 
“and less than 
kind.” 

That was Shakespeare’s 
eloquent way of describing 
his main character’s stepfa¬ 
ther. Less eloquent is the 
line from 1987’s The Stepfa¬ 
ther, “He’s just some crazy 
creep! He’s not my father,” 
but you get the idea; re¬ 
placement parents have 
not been treated well by 
pop culture. 

That trend continues 
this weekend with The 
Stepfather, a remake of the 
underrated 1987 gem that 
launched Lost star Terry 
O’Quinn to cult celebrity. 
Playing a psychotic man 
determined to find the per¬ 
fect family he’s kind of a 


talented Mr. Ripley type 
but his flair is for marrying 
widows and offing them 
when he discovers any 
crack in his new family’s 
flawless facade. 

This movie spawned two 
sequels with diminishing 
results. The first follow-up, 
titled Stepfather II: Make 
Room for Daddy, was re¬ 
leased in theatres, a third 
sequel, however, bypassed 
theatres and went straight 
to television leading Vari¬ 
ety to joke, “if there’s a 
fourth issue, it’ll be a 
home movie.” 


Similar in theme to The 
Stepfather, but way more 
sinister is The Night of the 
Hunter. Heavy-lidded tough 
guy actor Robert Mitchum 
is Harry Powell, a preacher 
with a complicated rela¬ 
tionship with God. He’s al¬ 
so a grifter and killer who 
marries the widow of a 
man who hid $10,000 in¬ 
side of one of his daugh¬ 
ter’s dolls. Powell will stop 
at nothing to find that 
money, including terroriz¬ 
ing his new step kids. 

Roger Ebert loves the 
movie, calling Powell one 


of Hollywood’s most unfor¬ 
gettable villains. And how. 
With the words LOVE and 
HATE tattooed on his 
knuckles and an unforgiv¬ 
ing attitude toward sin, he 
is unpredictable and chill¬ 
ing. 

Stepfathers have had 
their share of screen time 
but stepmothers haven’t 
been ignored. In the imagi¬ 
natively titled The Step¬ 
mother, a woman is forced 
to seduce her new hus¬ 
band’s son as part of a 
blackmail plot. 

Stepmom from outer 
space Kim Basinger tries to 
fit in on earth in My Step¬ 
mother is an Alien despite 
making fifty-course break¬ 
fasts and shrinking a hun¬ 
dred dollar bill to minia¬ 
ture size when a shopkeep¬ 
er asks if she has anything 
smaller. 

On film, it seems, step¬ 
parents come in all shapes, 
sizes and even from differ¬ 
ent planets.

They buy a camera and 
start filming the house and 
the entire movie plays as 
their supposed found 
footage. 

At first the supernatural 
occurrences are merely 
strange noises or doors 
moving by themselves (the 
type of thing that makes 
everyone think their house 
is haunted when sleep de¬ 
prived). Gradually this 
worsens and it becomes 
clear that the haunting is 
real. This movie is all about 
tension. 

The camera will sit sta¬ 
tionary for 30 seconds with 
nothing happening just to 
make sudden spooks feel 
unexpected. 

Audiences looking for in¬ 
stant gratification will be 
disappointed, but anyone 
who loves suspense and 
tension should worry 
about peeing their pants.

A new al¬ 
bum called Full Circle will 
be in stores on Oct. 27. The 
first single, “Overcome,” 
actually did much better 
than most might have ex¬ 
pected.

New musical Territory 

Two Hours Traffic displays growing confidence on new disc

Two Hours Traffic's new al¬ 
bum is a yin/yang 
interpretation of the pow¬ 
er-pop they love. 

The yin of the Charlotte¬ 
town four-piece’s break¬ 
through disc, 2007’s Little 
Jabs (a Polaris Music Prize 
prize nominee) is reflected 
in Territory’s eponymous 
title track. Fans of the 
band’s older work will 
warm to layered guitars 
and sing-along break¬ 
downs. 

The yang comes one 
track earlier. Wicked Side 
recalls Spoon’s focus on 
arrangement and tone. 
Built around a double- 
tracked bass line and 
“dancey” drums, the track 
chugs in a continuous 
groove more like New Or¬ 
der than the New Pornog- 
raphers. A Wurlitzer organ 
roars the song’s dy¬ 


namism, while guitar gen¬ 
tly churns underneath. 

“(With that song) we 
wanted to signal to every¬ 
one we’re doing different 
things,” said singer-gui¬ 
tarist Liam Corcoran, “ft 
took a while for us to be¬ 
come confident enough to 
just keep it to a bass and 
drum groove. We thought 
the song sounds cool with 
all that space, and so decid¬ 
ed to leave it as is — that 
we don’t need four gui¬ 
tars.” 

Two Hours Traffic has al¬ 
ways worked at distilling 
pop to its base elements; a 
creative direction partly at¬ 
tributed to undergraduate 
studies in chemistry and 
partly to a love of Nick 
Lowe sparked by their men¬ 


tor Joel Plaslcett (who pro¬ 
duced both Little Jabs and 
Territory). But like many 
young bands, this fledgling 
focus on craft was hidden 
under heavy effects. 

“When you first get into 
the studio, it’s easy to stack 
guitars on one another: To 
loop the guitars and just 
blast people away,” ex¬ 
plained Corcoran. “That 
comes with a lack of confi¬ 
dence. But that’s not hap¬ 
pening this time. We didn’t 
want to use every sound we 
could, but rather let the 
song speak for itself, and 
not gloss it up with too 
many overdubs.” 

The band’s growing con¬ 
fidence is also reflected in 
the new album’s lyrics. 
Much of the material

comes out of deep conver¬ 
sations held on tour. Cross¬ 
country bus rides, shifting 
landscapes and late nights 
away from friends and fam¬ 
ily can lead to ruminations 
on loss and spirituality — 
subjects reflected on tracks 
like Sing a Little Hymn and 
Lost Boys. 

“After playing Little Jabs 
songs over and over again, 
we felt we had already done 
enough sweet, pretty songs 
about young love,” said Cor¬ 
coran. “(I think) it’s harder 
to stand in front of people 
and sing darker songs; to 
dig a little deeper ... We’re 
kind of hovering between 
the two worlds ... (and) at 
times, you start to wonder 
if maybe you should be set¬ 
tling down.”

For Dan Mangan, the 
times are a-changin’. 

That phrase sums up the 
Vancouver-based follcie’s 
worldview. From lyrics to 
performances to on-tour 
daydreams about his home 
city, Mangan is constantly 
focused on change. 

On his latest album, 
Nice, Nice, Very Nice, songs 
like Tina’s Glorious Come¬ 
back reference the small 
differences that Mangan 
notices each time he re¬ 
turns home. The city’s de¬ 
velopment is increasing in 
scope and speed as the 
2010 Olympics draw near, 
and as Mangan points out, 
some things get lost. And 
for someone who’s spent 
the last four years on the 
road, it is often these losses 
that stand out. 

“With the Olympics com¬ 
ing to Vancouver, the city is 
changing a lot. I’m not anti- 
Olympics, and not pro 
(Olympics) — I’m just ob¬ 
serving how it’s changing,” 
he said. “The line We’re 
not us anymore’ is really 
about Vancouver ... I love 
Vancouver, but I have a bit 
of nostalgia from when I 
was younger.” 

Mangan points to Ron 


S exsmith for inspiration, 
especially his observation 
that the goal of writing 
should be to find a unique 
take on an old theme. Fol¬ 
lowing the adage to “write 
what you know,” Mangan’s 
favourite books and songs 
focus on revealing univer¬ 
sal truths through slices of 
human nature. This detail- 
oriented approach is heard 
in songs that reference lo¬ 
cal diners, gas-station cof¬ 
fee and the awkwardness 
of budding scenester love. 

“I really like people who 
think small — who can 
take these complex human 
paradigms and sum them 
up in lines that make you 
smile,” he said. “Jeff 
Tweedy from Wilco is great 
at that. Vonnegut too. He 
really puts humour into it, 
and can turn a phrase on 
its head so it leaves you 
with a smirk.” 

Mangan, who recently 
claimed XM Verge Award’s 
Artist of the Year, is similar¬ 
ly focused on change when 
performing. For his upcom¬ 
ing tour, he’s shuffled the

band, bringing in new in¬ 
struments (an upright bass, 
trumpet, violin, and wood¬ 
en percussion sticks) and 
new musicians. While the 
melody, chords and lyrics 
stay the same, he hopes the 
new dynamic will shift the 
feel and sound of the songs. 

“My M.O from day one 
(has been) to surround my¬ 
self with people that I 
think are better than me. 
It’s like snowboarding — 
you go with someone good, 
so that you get better,” he 
said. “A record is fixed, it’s 
like a snapshot of that mo¬ 
ment of recording, but the 
songs on it are living and 
aging, and change in vari¬ 
ous ways ...

Taylor Swift will have the 
stage to herself next 
month — with no 
interruptions — when 
she hosts Saturday Night 
Live.

After years of delays, 50 
Cent’s new album, Before I 
Self Destruct is finally set to 
see the light of day on Nov. 23 
— the same day as new 
releases from Justin 
Timberlake and Rihanna 
hit stores, and just a day 
before drop dates from 
Britney Spears, Lady 
Gaga and Adam 
Lambert. 

But the New York rap¬ 
per isn’t worried — most¬ 
ly because he says he 
does not consider those 
pop stars his competi¬ 
tion. 

“I guess I should be 
devastated that I’m up 
against Justin Timber- 
lake, Lady Gaga and 
Britney Spears?” 50 
Cent told The Cana¬ 
dian Press in a tele¬ 
phone interview 
from Los Angeles. 

“This is a great 
competition: You 
mean to tell me I 
get the chance to 
go into a battle 
against pop singers? 
... I don’t see myself

I’m 
gonna fight him and kick his 
ass!” 

The last time the rapper re¬ 
leased a full-length of new ma¬ 
terial — 2007’s Curtis — he did 
so with a wave of fanfare tied 
to a public bet he made with 
Kanye West, who was releasing 
his third album, Graduation, 
on the same day. 

The rappers good-naturedly 
sparred in the media and 50 
Cent promised to retire if he 
sold fewer first-week copies (ul¬ 
timately, West sold 957,000 
units to 50’s 691,000. He did 
not retire). 

But 50 said there would be 
no such rivalries this time 
around. 

“That was a cool thing to do 
because we apples and or¬ 


anges,” he said. “You don’t say 
you like 50 Cent and you like 
Kanye West — you could like 
both of them, but at the end of 
the day, obviously one is com¬ 
pletely non-confrontational, 
and the other embodies the ag¬ 
gression necessaiy to survive in 
the inner cities and the envi¬ 
ronments that I actually grew 
up in. 

“It’s just what do you like? 
What do you want? You like 
the non-confrontational, safe 
guy, you buy the Kanye West 
record. You like 50 Cent you 
like 50 Cent.” 

If it sounds like 50 is direct¬ 
ing veiled criticism — or even a 
potshot — at West, it’s not ex¬ 
actly uncharacteristic. A few 
weeks ago, 50 referred to Lady 
Gaga and West’s since-can¬ 
celled joint tour as “the gay 
tour” in a radio interview and 
questioned West’s sexuality. He 
issued an apology soon after¬ 


ward, saying his comments had 
been taken out of context. 

But while the hard-boiled 
rapper — he of the lcevlar-vest, 
nine-times-shot mythology — 
made his name on taking on 
other rappers, he notes that he 
didn’t intentionally instigate 
his recent spats with West and 
Jay-z. 

“Well, I don’t say lemme talk 
about these other guys for no 
reason,” he said. “If they come 
up in conversation based on 
something they’ve said about 
me, then we’ll discuss it. But I 
have no interest in talking 
about them, like they’re not 
friends of mine. They involved 
in the same business and are 
part of the same culture, I’m 
aware of them, but I can care 
less about ’em. 

“Your friends are people you 
call for no reason.... I don’t call 
these people. You know, ’cause 
we write music and we do 
some of the same things for a 
living, people make compar¬ 
isons and they act like we actu¬ 
ally have relationships when 
we don’t know each other. 

“All I know is their work.”

Blackmail note revealed in Letterman case 


Halderman allegedly told host his world would 'collapse around him'

The newsman accused of 
blackmailing David 
Letterman about his sex¬ 
ual affairs allegedly said 
the TV host's world was 
"about to collapse 
around him/’ according 
to newly released court 
documents. 

CBS News producer 
Robert J. “Joe” Halderman 
allegedly told Letterman 
in a package of materials 


he sent that he had “a lot 
more” documents to back 
up his threat and needed 
to “make a large chunk of 
money,” the court files say. 

Halderman has pleaded 
not guilty to trying to ex¬ 
tort $2 million from Let¬ 
terman to keep some of 
the comedian’s sexual af¬ 
fairs quiet. 

According to the docu¬ 
ments, Halderman sent a 


package containing a de¬ 
mand letter, a screenplay 
treatment, photos and per¬ 
sonal correspondence. 

Letterman is not named 
specifically in the court 
documents, but they refer 
to “Client No. 1” as a pub¬ 
lic figure who faced the 
threat of “a ruined reputa¬ 
tion” and damage to his 
career and family life. 

Authorities also seized 


computer equipment, a 
camera memory card, 
banking information, pho¬ 
tos and other items from 
Halderman’s home. 

Court documents about 
the case were released yes¬ 
terday after a hearing in 
Norwalk, Conn. 

Halderman, 51, a pro¬ 
ducer for CBS’s 48 Hours 
Mystery, allegedly used di¬ 
ary entries by his former 


girlfriend — outlining her 
affair with Letterman — to 
extort money from the 
talk show star. 

Letterman divulged de¬ 
tails of the alleged extor¬ 
tion caper earlier this 
month during his show, 
admitting that he had had 
affairs with women who 
worked for him on the 
Late Show.

• Once the show ends, one 
full set of each costume is 
archived and the rest are 
sent to recycling factories 
where they are reused in a 
number of different prod¬ 
ucts, including carpeting. 

• The vast majority of fab¬ 
rics used are from Ontario 
and Quebec. 

• Armstrong’s team uses 
pedal-powered sewing ma¬ 
chines on location for 
leather repairs; these ma¬ 
chines allow them more 
control over the needle 
while saving energy.

Clooney laments 
today’s media 


George Clooney thinks 
something has gone 
wrong when the media 
prints celebrity rumour 
and innuendo as fact. 

The star, a journalist’s 
son, said a news story used 
to require “two reliable 
sources, and that doesn’t 
seem to exist as much any¬ 
more.” 

Clooney spoke Thursday 
at the London Film Festi¬ 
val, where one documen¬ 
tary in the lineup reveals 
how easily some newspa¬ 
pers can be duped into 
running fake stories about 
the famous. 

The makers of Starsuck- 
ers fed false tips to British 
tabloids and then watched 
as some, though not all, 
ran them as legitimate 
news. The hoaxes included 
a story about Amy Wine- 
house’s trademark beehive 
hairdo catching fire. 

Starsuclcers director 
Chris Atkins said he “want¬ 
ed to answer one simple 
question ... How far will 
tabloid journalists go in 
the pursuit of their sto¬ 
ries?” 

Clooney, no stranger to 
intense media attention, 
said he has sympathy for 
journalists as newspaper 
staffs shrink and online 
competition for scoops 
grows. But he says accurate 
reporting has suffered. 

“The problem is that 
there’s so little reporting 
anymore... Somebody will 
write a story and it will be 
in 1,800 different outlets 
from one person’s story,” 
Clooney told reporters dur¬ 
ing a news conference to 
promote The Men Who 
Stare at Goats, a comedy 
about the U.S. military’s 
experiments with “psychic 
warfare.’ 


Clooney said he under¬ 
stood the pressures jour¬ 
nalists face. 

“I’m the son of a news¬ 
man, I grew up around 
news,” said Clooney, 
whose father is news an¬ 
chor Nick Clooney. “It’s a 
tricky thing. You’re going 
to have to sell papers. I get 
it.” 

In 2005, Clooney painted 
a heroic picture of news¬ 
man Edward R. Murrow, 
who faced off against anti¬ 
communist Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy in the 1950s, 
when he directed, Good 
Night, and Good Luck. 

But he said false stories 
leave celebrities with “no 
recourse.”

Judge blocks testimony about Anna Nicole-doctor relationship 


A judge barred testimony

To get the most out of 
your apples, go with cold. 
“When we pick our apples 
from the orchard, they go 
right into our cooler — 
which is just above freez¬ 
ing,” says Rosenbersky.

They can last 
six weeks in your refrigera¬ 
tor and still be great.”

INGREDIENTS: 

2 loaves (1 lb/500 g each) 
frozen bread dough, 
thawed 

2 tbsp (25 ml) Dijon mus¬ 
tard 

1/2 cup (125 ml) grated 

Parmesan cheese, divided 

1/4 lb (125 g) pastrami, 

finely chopped 

1/4 lb (125 g) pepperoni, 

finely chopped 

1/4 lb (125 g) hard salami, 

finely chopped 

1 cup (250 ml) shredded 

Swiss cheese 

1 egg, beaten 

METHOD: 

1. Roll each loaf of bread 
into 12-in. x 7-in. (30.5 cm 
x 18 cm) rectangle. Spread 
mustard to within 1 in. 
(2.5 cm) of edges. Sprinkle 
each with 2 tbsp (25 ml) 


Parmesan cheese. 

2. Combine pastrami, pep¬ 
peroni, salami and Swiss 
cheese; sprinkle over 
dough. Top with 
remaining Parmesan. 
Brush edges of dough with 
egg. Roll up jelly-roll style, 
beginning with long side. 
Seal edge and ends. 

3. Place seam side down 
on greased baking sheet; 
cut three slits in top of 
each loaf. Bake at 350 F 
(180 C) 35-40 minutes. 
Slice; serve warm.
